Olson was a bachelor about forty- 
three years old and lived alone in 
his work shop. It is stated 4hal he 
had not been in the best of health of 
late and at times gave symptoms of 
being mentally unsound. He is said 
to have had a sweetheart in Norway 
and worried a great deal over 
failure to come to this country

suicide, however, and his rash deed 
came as a surprise to the entire vil- 
lage.

healthy individuals. Too often they 
have found it to be a symptom of an 
obscure disease which is not easy 
to recognize. Consnder the plight of 
the "poor white trash" and the "lazy 
good for nothing. negroes" of the 
sot/lli for example. 
Industrious and well-to-do people 


of the north and of the south, too, 
for that matter, have looked upon 
these people with what they have 
thought to be well merited con- 
tempt. But a few well trained phy- 
sicians, well equipped with micro- 
scopes, have turned that contempt 
into sympathy and pit}'. By their 
exact methods of investigation they 
have established the fact that mil- 
lions of people are the victims of 
a serious disease due to infection 
by hookworm. 
The hookworm attacks people in 
the feet. Poor people in the south, 
therefore, who, because of pover- 
ty go barefoot, are especially lia- 
ble to infection. Victims discharge 
Ihe worms from their bowels. -The 
wretchedly 
insanitary 
privies 


which characterizes poverty slack 
en neighborhoods make it possible 
for generation after generation of 
these worms to circulate from old 
victims to new 
ones. 
VAe 
have 


then, another instance of an end- 
less and deadly chain of cause and 
effect. 
The chief svmptoms of the dis- 
ease are weakness, anemia and a 
tired, listless feeling. Inasmuch as 
it is estimated that at least a third 
of the southern population is 
in- 


fected, it is easy to see how 
this 
disease, alone, could have given the 
south the reputation of being the 
home of a lazy and shiftless peo- 
ple. Fortunately, a cure has been 
found which is quite certain, spec 
dy and cheap. Unfortunately the 
people have become 
so poverty 
stricken as * • result of the Civil 
War and this disease that 
many 
haven't the means of paying even 
the small cost of their successful 
treatment. 
More than any of us know, per- 
aps, tuberculosis, both in the north 
and in the south, is responsible for 
apparent laziness.

Have they I The object'of 
making toast Is to evaporate all the 
moisture from the bread, and holding

In Sweden, Norway and Denmark— 
Of lntereit_ to the Scandinavian* 
In America. 


The North sea Is Infested with Ger- 


man submarine, making It very diffi- 
cult for both Sweden and Norway to 
receive enough supplies of food and 
raw materials from America, In the 
event of war with Germany. The Scan- 
dinavian nations also realise that they 
wonld be an ccsy prey for the Zeppe- 
lins, because most of the Scandinavian 
cities bave not sufficient protection 
from the air. . But the Scandinavian 
nations are eager to see German mili- 
tarism crushed. The United States' en- 
trance Into the war on the side of the 
allies has been granted by the Scamll- 
navlan nations as a ray of hope In all 
the darkness In which they have been 
living for months. Scandinavia's so- 
cialists announced their suggestions 
for peace at the Stockholm conference. 
They are: "Ite-establlshment of Bel- 
gium.

Sweden has lately been assailed In 


some of the leading German newspa- 
pers and magailnes because-of her 
position toward the .war. -.A. keen dis- 
appointment has prevailed for months 
In pan-Germanic circles In regard to 
Sweden's decision" to remain' strictly 
neutral. There Is no doubt that many 
Germans during the first two years of 
the war expected that Sweden.would 
be willing to Join the Teutonic powers. 


It Is reported that C«pt Koald 


Amundsen, the discoverer of the South 
pole. Is going to give the name Bessy 
to the ijew ship which Is being built 
for carrying him to the regions of the 
North pole. The explanation sounds 
Uke a fable. Betty Is the name of his 
old nurse—for even the Indomitable 
discoverer of the South pole was real- 
ly under the sway of a nurse during * 
certain period of his life. Half a cen- 
tury ago she came on board the state- 
ly tea clipper. Constantly whlch^ ves- 
sel was commanded by. Amundsen's fa- 
ther. This event took place In Gothen- 
burg, Sweden, 
Amundsen's parents 


were at that time enjoying their hon- 
eymoon, and Betty Andersen girdled 
the globe In company with them, go- 
ing by way of China and Ceylon. She 
witnessed a mutiny on board the ship, 
a Chinaman proposed to her, and she 
was exposed to sundry other dangers 
during the trip. 'Finally she was con- 
sidered hardy enough to keep a watch 
on four boisterous little Amundsens, 
who made the whole neighborhood en- 
safe when the snow was ^ore or less 
clamp. Koald became Betty's particu- 
lar favorite.

The house Is planned for a 
story and a half, and the designer esti- 
mates that It will cost about two thou- 
sand dollars to build It plainly and 
substantially. It Is designed for an 
average farm family, and has ten 
rooms besides the cupboards and clos- 
ets. 


The distinctive features of the de- 


sign are the washroom, the oSce, «nd 
the helper's room. The designer be- 
lieves that It (s tKrst to provide for the 
hired man ID the home because this 
consideration Increases his Interest In 
his work. The back ftalrs enable blra 
to be out la the evening and come In 
without disturbing the family. 
She 


suggests that the washroom, besides 
serving as • place for the men to wash 
cp and bang their outer garrnrnts, be 
csed as a laundry, and as a place for 
keeping the Incubator.. The floor Is to 
be made of cemeM with a ccutlng of 
robber paint.

It provides 
a place where the fanner can keep tis 
papers and know.that they will not 
be misplaced during U>e weekly clean- 
Ing, lie can receive his business call- 
era In It and know that he Is not np- 
tetttng the family routine, and be lure 
that the family will not Interrupt him.

Jast glancing ever the ritual of the

"Alfalfa, once started well. Is a rnb- 


soiler, and .can stand drought better 
ithan most plants.'* 
: Some of the "high priests" of the 
Alfalfa cult la Wisconsin have drawn 
n few conclusions worth noting regard- 
ing successful alfalfa culture. Summed 
up, they are: 


"Never expect Jieavy yields on w»t, 


poor, sour, or weedy land. The nse of 
lime on add soils la essential for good 
yields. 


"Never neglect preparing the seed- 


bed systematically. 
• "Never overlook the value of Inocu- 
lation. Inoculation never hurts, usu- 
ally helps, and Is frequently essential, 
especially la the northern 'counties. 


"Oa soils that are weed free, well 


prepared, and thoroughly Inoculated, 
15 pounds of feed to the acre U 
enough. Never sow less In Wisconsin. 
On average soils 20' pounds to the acre 
is preferred. 


"Best results under average condi- 


tions are obtained by sowing from the 
middle of June to the first of August, 
'without a nurse crop. 
1 "Cut for the first time when the 
shoots appean on the root crowns. 
Leave at least two Inches of stubble 
below the cutter bar. Never cut later 
liAn September 5.'

The tractor has had even 
less effect than the automobile In dis- 
placing horses en the farms cf WIs- 
onsln. and. with the exception of an 
cprecedented loss of new-born foals 
ast spring, the horse-breeding tndus- 
ry is In a flourishing condition.
